score are intact, while two-thirds of 
them are totally wrecked. The storm 
was first observed about 8 o'clock near 
the Texas line, but the usual funnel- 
ahaped formation was lacking. Though 


\ the roar was heard sometime before 


the storm broke, many were of the 
opinion that It was a hailstorm. An 
ominous calm followed the rainstorm, 
then the tornado struck 
the 
town, 


tearing the buildings to pieces 
as 


thtrugh they were paper.

moments all was over

over Snyder fire burned what remained 
of the buildings, ^including one of the 
business blocks. 
Thus far it is un- 


known if there were any cremations, 
but it is highly possible that such was 
the case. 


An unidentified woman was found 


dead, pinioned to the ground by a 
scantling which entered her left eye 
and came out through her head. 


Clarence Donovan and Miss Nina 


Fessenden were, to have been mar- 
ried last night but postponed, the nup- 
tials until this. morning. 
Both were 


instantly killed. 


Frederick Crum and Berry Steven- 


teen started for a cellar when they 
were beheaded by a piece of flying 
timber.

Some debris was can-led as far as 


Copperton, twelve miles away. 
More 


fragments •were found in that town 
than in Snyder. 


Seventy-five horses and cattle .were 


killed in the town&ite and a commit- 
tee is removing the carcasses. 


Snyder's mayor

trouble in arranging for the burial of 
the dead. The confusion is great ow- 
ing to the great number of unidenti- 
fied bodies at the morgue. 


There is great suffering owing to a 


lack of provisions and shelter. What 
few houses remain are unsafe 
for 


habitation, besides there is not room 
to care for the homeless. Bedding and 
wearing apparel are lacking.

The doctors say that 20 per cent of 


the injured will die.

Freight 
Train "Buckled," Throwing 


Cars Upon Track in Path of Express 
and Explosion Folio-wed 


r*ARRISBURG, Pa., May 11—Nine- 


teen persons are known to be dead and 
over 100 injured from the effects of 
today's wreck and explosion. That more 
were not killed is considered very re- 
markable- by the Pennsylvania officials 
as a full box ca/of dynamite exploded 
directly at the middle of the heavy ex- 
press train. 


The train carried a number of1 prom- 


inent persons, most of whom escaped 
with slight injuries. 


The wrecked train was the second 


section of the Cleveland and Cincin- 
nati express, leaving Philadelphia at 
11 o'clock last night, and consisted of 
a combination baggage and smoking 
car and six sleepers. 


The official version of the wreck IF 


that about 1:40 o'clock this morning 
the engineer on the eastbound freight 
train was flagged by the crew of the 
shifting engine ahead. 
The engineer 


quickly applied the brakes and the 
train, an unusually long one, came to 
a sudden stop. The strain on the air 
"alves was extremely severe, causing 
the connecting hose in the middle of 
the train to blow out. 


This caused the middle of the train 


to "buckle" and the damaged cars fell 
over on the passenger tracks. 
After 


the express crashed into it it stopped 
within its own length. 


Before anybody could leave the pas- 


senger train, which was not very bad- 
ly damaged, there were a few slight 
explosions' and then one great detona- 
tion. The passenger cars and some of 
the freight cars took fire instantly.

The trial of Daniel" Regan for the 


murder of his mother In law, Mra. Hess 
at Sparks, was continued yesterday 
morning: at 10 o'clock In the District 
Court, 


A sensation -was sprung in ttie court 


room when, during the testimony of 
Ur. S. K. Morrison, who performed the 
autopsy upon the body of the dead 
woman, the heart of the victim was 
produced and exhibited. 
A ruffle of 


excitement 
went 
through the court 


,chamber, which was filled with eager 
and expectant listeners. 


The crowd was present in the hope 


that something- sensational would mo- 
mentarily come up, arid their minds 
found a relief when this portion of the 
internal organs was brought into the 
lull view of all.. 


Dr., Morrison, in offering the heart in 


evidence, showed the court and jury 
that this portion, as well'as other por-1 


tions1 of the internal organs were found 
to be In a perfectly normal condltlor 
for onr> of her age and that the woman 
tfied from shock, which was probablj 
caused from what he understood of 
the c'rcumstances attending her death 
v«y pome blow. 


It was not filed as an exhibit, being 


considered but a part of the expert 
testimony of the physician. 


The two shovsls which Regan, it is 


claimed, grabbed with the intention of 
Stilt ing Mrs. Hess with,, and a tea 
kettle which it is said he threw across 
the room, were offered in evidence and 
entered as exhibits in the trial. 


Nellie Hess, the sister of Mrs. Re- 


gan, was recalled 
to 
the 
witness 


chair in the morning and related in de- 
tali what transpired the night of the 
tragedy. 
This witness is supposed to 


bo the strength of the prosecution, and 
she stood the searching cross examin- 
ation with a directness of statement 
which was remarkable, though some 
of her testimony conflicted with that 
of "Witness Ernest Vonkotsch, offeree' 
the precehing day. 


At 1 o'clock the court took a recess 


and all officials included in the ttial 
went to Sparks, where the interior of 
the room and the furniture arranged 
by Miss Hess as it was on the fatal 
night, were carefully examined. 


Kegan was in immediate charge o£ 


Deputy Shei-iffs Bianton and Maxwell 
and talked freely to those about him, 
as well as to several friends-at Sparks. 


"It seems so good to get out intc 


the open air, after being confined for 
four mouths," he remarked. 
"It is a 


great relief to me and I am so glad 
you decided to go," he added. 


Regan was the last man in the en- 


tire prroup who anyone would have 
taken for a man being under a vigor- 
ous trial for his lite—a prisoner at the 
bar, charged with the murder of 
a 


huniaa beinrf, and she one of his own 
family. 
He is cool and confident o£ 


his final vindication.
